At the suggestion of Secretary 
of Navy Knox, R. C, Bryan, of 
The Elba Clipper, has been made

Water Bridge Is 
Expected Soon 


Judge John W. Brock received 
a letter Monday stating that the 
steel for White Water Bridge had 
been shipped on September 24th 
from a mill in Chicago, Illinois, 
which of course means that work 
on the bridge will be resumed as 
soon as this material arrives and 
labor can be assembled. 

According to the letter, 20 steel 
“Tl beams are included in the 
Shipment and this will be enough 
of this particular material to 
complete the structure. Work on 
the bridge was suspended several 
weeks ago because of delay in 
Shipment of the steel, which was 
ordered early in the Spring. 

The new steel will be used on 
the West end approach of the 
bridge, and with the completion 
of this approach the bridge will 
be put into service, as the main 
Span as well as the approach on 
the East side of the stream have 
been finished for some time. The 
bridge will be one of the best in 
this section of the state, and ac- 
cording to county officials, has 
cost the county several thousand 
dollars more than the original es- 
timate called for. Thousands of 
people in the Northeastern sec- 
tion of the county will be glad to 
learn that prospects are good for 
early completion of the structure.

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HOME MANAGEMENT PLANS 
BEING PUT TO TEST NOW 


More than crops are being har- 
vested at this season for families 
on the Farm Security Program, 
says Miss Cora Belle Maddox, 
Project FSA Home Management 
Supervisor for Coffee County. 
With another school year at hand, 
the fruits of better home man- 
agement as well as of better farm 
management are being gathered. 

“Farm mothers and fathers are 
checking up on their children’s 
clothing and health needs before 
the long school grind begins, said 
Miss Maddox. 

“They are beginning to see the 
value of the wise use of their 
cotton stamps, when it comes to 
looking over the clothing outfits 
of their children, They are begin- 
ning to see the value of medical 
services, which in many parts of 
the Southeast are being made 
available through group arrange- 
ments to thousands of low-in- 
come families who could never 
have them otherwise.” 

It is at the beginning of the 
school term that the home man- 
agement plans, which are made 
for all borrowers on the Farm 
Securitty Program, are subjected 
to a real test, it was explained. 
If these plans are sound, the re- 
sult will be reflected in the health 
of young and old, in the prepara- 
tion of school children’s ward- 
robes, in the accumulation of food 
supplies to sustain the children 
so that their progress in school 
will be normal, 

And if the plans and guidance 
have been sound, the result will 
be reflected in careful and thrifty 
purchases of clothing, in the ex- 
tent to which clothing has been 
remodeled and repaired and to 
which the child of the family of 
low income will be able to mingle 
with other children without em- 
barrassment, 

Home supervisors generally are 
urging FSA families to avail 
themselves of medical services 
wherever possible for check-ups 
on tonsils and teeth of their chil- 
.dren, and they are active in the 
effort to obtain adequate school 
lunches for all.

GOD OUR HEAVENLY FATHER 


LESSON TEXT—Genesis 1:26-28; Mat- 
thew 6:24-33, 

GOLDEN TEXT—Our Father which 
art in heaven, Hallowed be thy name.— 
Matthew 6:9, 


Without God man has no hope in 
this world. This is the teaching of 
Scripture, which is confirmed by 
experience and admitted by the 
philosophies of men, ‘Having no 
hope and without God in the world,” 
says Paul (Eph, 2:12), and every 
godless philosophy paints the same 
dark picture. Says one, “It cannot 
be doubted that the theistic belief 
is a comfort to those that hold it 
and that the loss of it is a very 
painful loss. We have seen the 
spring sun shine out of an empty 
heaven to light up a soulless earth; 
we have felt with utter loneliness 
that the Great Companion is dead” 
(Clifford). 

That desolate and despairing con- 
clusion need not be the lot of any 
man, for we have in God's own 
Word a clear revelation of Himself 
as our Creator and our loving 
Father. Why not accept it? 


I. God Our Creator (Gen. 1; 26-28). 
Both of our Scripture passages tell 


us much about man, but in doing 
so they reveal God. 


1. How He Made Man (vy. 26, 
27). ‘God created man in his own 
image" (v. 27). This does not refer 
to any physical likeness, although 
it is abundantly evident that man’s 
body is far above the animal level 
and perfectly adapted to be the 
dwelling place of the soul and the 
instrument of its activity in a 
physical world. Even the Son of 
God took upon Himself the body of 
a man and, in its glorified state, 
still bears that body in heaven. 
This means that man’s body is 
worthy of honor and considerate 
care and use. 

The real image of God in man is 
a moral and spiritual likeness. Man 
is a moral being, knowing the dif- 
ference between right and wrong. 
He has all the characteristics of 
personality, self-consciousness, in- 
telligence, feeling and will. That 
image has been marred and defaced 
by sin, but it is still there. Even 
in the lowest man or woman it is 
capable of being reached and trans- 
formed by the grace of God. 


2. How He Blessed Man (vy, 28). 
He gave man “a help meet for him’’ 
(Gen. 2:18); that is, a completely 
suitable companion and helper. He 
gave him dominion over the entire 
earth, and his restless, pioneering 
spirit still presses toward the com- 
plete realization of that promise. 
He provided for every need of man, 
not only physical and social, but 
also spiritual, for we read that He 
walked with him ‘in the cool of 
the day’’ (Gen. 3:8), until man by 
his own sin broke that fellowship. 
God's love toward His creation is 
shown by His provision for man’s 
complete joy and full usefulness. 


Il. God Our Heavenly Father 
(Matt. 6:24-33). 

Two things harass the mind and 
heart of man—anxiety for today and 
fear for tomorrow. He must have 
what he and his family needs for 
today, and it is a constant struggle 
for most men to meet that need. 
Then, as though that were not 
enough, there is always the mor- 
row’s new and possibly greater 
needs. Even those who have all 
they need today live in dread (and 
well they may if they do not trust 
God) that tomorrow or next@veek 
or next year they too may be in 
need. Our text meets both prob- 
lems, for it tells us 

1. Why We Need Not Be Anxious 
Today (vy. 24-31). The answer is 
simple—look at the birds. They 
cannot work, they are not even 
able to pray, yet God feeds them. 
Consider the glory of the flowers. 
Even a king cannot dress in such 
beauty—God provided it for them. 
“Are ye not much better than 
they?” (v. 26). 

No bird ever worried because it 
did not have a meal laid by for to- 
morrow, and no flower has fretted 
itself lest its blossom failed to come 
forth in its accustomed beauty. 
Why should we be anxious? 


Intelligent forethought is good and 
proper, but anxiety about our daily 
needs is always dishonoring to God. 
He is ready and able to meet our 
daily need. 

2. Why We Need Not Fear To- 
morrow (vv. 32, 33). ‘Your heaven- 
ly Father knoweththatye have need” 
(vy. 32). Does not that settle the 
whole future? It is in God's hands, 
and even if it were in our hands, 
what could we do about it? Tomor- 
row with its joys and sorrows is 
not yet here, and when it does come 
God will be here as a loving Father 
to graciously provide for every 
moment of it. 

What then shall we do? Verse 33 
tells us, ‘‘Seek ye first the kingdom 
of God and his righteousness.” 
Give God first place in your life 
and He will see that all ‘‘these 
things’ are added. Simple, isn't it? 
and blessedly true. Let’s trust Him!

SEASON WITH 34 TO 0 WIN 
A large crowd of fans assem- 

bled at Elba Field Friday night 

to auspiciously open the 1941 foot- 
ball season, Showers during the

COFFEE SHOULD GROW 

MORE OATS, SAYS SEXTON 

A good feed program is the 
basis of every good farm program 
and is more important now than 
ever before. Aside from the im- 
portant fact that this county 
needs more feed to produce pork, 
milk, eggs and meat, there are 
several reasons found on the farm 
why one should plant more oats 
this fall. They are: 


1. Oats are the surest and 


cheapest feed crop that can be 
grown in Coffee County, 

2. Oats protect the soil from 
erosion in winter and spring. 

3. Oats can be removed in time 
for another crop to be grown on 
the same land, 

4, Oats are a “labor saver,” cut- 
ting down on the amount of labor 
usually needed to raise such feed 
crops as corn, 

5. Oats, if planted before No- 
vember 30, will fit in the AAA 
erosion control crop requirements, 

6. The county will be unable to 
get sufficient 
pea seed, 


Austrian winter 
The following information on 
the production of oats is given you 
with the hope that you will plant 
some; 
Varieties: 
ant variety. 
Land Preparation: On average 
cropland preparation is not nec- 
essary. Use a drill or broadcast 
and turn with turning plow. 
Fertilizer: Oats, following crops 
well fertilized, need no fertilizer. 
On other land 300-400 pounds of 
3-8-5 or 4-10-7 will pay. By all 
means, top dress with 100-300 
pounds of nitrate of soda, or its 
equivalent, the latter part of Feb- 
ruary or first of March, 
The oats may be grazed up un- 
til time to apply nitrogen. 
Seeding: Seed at the rate of 
2-3 bushels per acre before Octo- 
ber 15. Many farmers follow a 
rule of planting one sack of oats 
for each head of workstock. 
Harvesting: Oats may be har- 
vestted with an ordinary mowing 
machine. Where a mowing ma- 
chine is not available the crop 
may be harvested with the old- 
fashioned cradle. It is possible 
that a combine will be available 
for harvesting oats next spring. 
Treat your oat seed for control 
of “smut” as follows: 


Any red rust-resist- 


1. Obtain a quart sprayer, 

2. Use one pint of 40 per cent 
formaldehyde for each 50 bushels 
of seed, 

3. Pour oats on clean floor, 
canvas or in a tight wagon bed. 

4, Pour the formaldehyde from 
the bottle into the sprayer; fill 
the bottle with water and pour 
into the sprayer, 

5. Shovel oats from one pile 
to another, giving one good squirt 
of the solution to each shovelful 
of oats and cover with sacks that 
have been sprayed inside and out 
with formaldehyde.
